Those who. feel. that “baby chick 
bargains’’: pay off even though more 


' of them. die when young-are probab- 


ly very wrong. At least figures gain- 
ed: by Howard C. Zindel, Michigan 
State college poultry specialist, shows 
a definite relation between’ baby 
chick mortality and laying flock mor- 
tality. 

Poultry flock owners that lost 10 
percent of their chicks up to.24 weeks 
of age had 7 percent of their hens die 
off after pullets were placed in the 
laying house, On. the other hand, 


- flock owners with,2@ percent or more 


mortality. in’ baby: chicks up: to’ time 
hens are’ put into the laying house 
suffered a 28 percent loss after hens 
started laying. ;
